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The  infectious  intangibles  of  pride  and 
devotion  ran  unbridled  this  year,  touching 
not  only  the  junior  and  senior  classes,  but 
the  entire  student  body,  and  giving  the  school 
an  unexpected  and  much-needed  burst  of  en- 
thusiasm. Perhaps  it  was  the  sudden  influx 
of  these  qualities  ivhich  compelled  so  many 
to  accomplish  so  much.  Pride  and  determi- 
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nation,  which  so  often  transcend  all  other  emo- 
tions, are  mirrored  in  the  unequaled  exultation 
of  victory  and  in  the  bitter  and  often  unbearable 
disappointment  and  frustration  of  defeat.

The  past  years  have  been  truly  memorable.  From 
that  first  day  in  September  of  1961  to  the  long- 
awaited  and  somewhat  sad  final  bell  in  May  of 
1966,  Dykes  High  School  and  the  influences  which 
its  instructors,  students,  and  traditions  have  exerted 
upon  us  have  become  an  indelible  part  of  each  of 
our  lives.  Although  the  happenings  of  the  last  five 
years  are  now  irrevocable,  to  recall  those  things 
which  have  made  the  past  half  decade  so  unforget- 
table is  easy. 

In  eighth  grade  there  was  the  awe  resulting  from 
the  completely  new  environment.  Tommy  Breeden 
won  the  class  presidency  and  the  first  of  three  Ki- 
wanis  Club  Awards.  Other  leaders  in  school  activi- 
ties appeared,  many  of  whom  would  prevail  through 
the  next  four  years. 

The  ninth   grade   found  most   class   members   re- 


joicing the  loss  of  the  cumbersome  name  of  sub- 
freshmen  and  holding  a  small  amount  of  sympathy 
for  our  successors  to  the  title.  The  leaders  and  trends 
established  the  previous  year  remained  dominant, 
and  the  year  progressed  without  radical  change. 
Overall  the  class  demonstrated  fine  scholastic  ability 
as  it  placed  thirty-one  on  the  honor  roll.  Individual- 
ly, versatile  Barbara  Sanders  was  saluted  for  her 
achievements  in  leadership  and  academics.  The  ninth 
grade  players  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  B- 
Team  football  season. 

Our  sophomore  year  must  be  regarded  as  the 
year  of  change.  It  was  a  year  in  which  class  mem- 
bers believed  they  had  finally  achieved  some  position 
of  stature  and  prestige,  even  though  the  feeling  was 
short-lived.  In  the  classroom,  Shakespeare  and

The  junior 
class  was  both  contributor  to  and  sharer  of 
the  success  attained  in  Dykes'  fifth  year.  In-

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The  1965  football  season  was  indeed  a  trying  one  for  the  Dykes 
football  team.  Coach  Mel  Atkins'  first  edition,  though  severely  hurt  by 
1965  graduation  losses,  appeared  to  be  a  highly  spirited  team  instilled 
with  a  strong  desire  to  win.  However,  coach  Atkins,  back  coach  Boyd 
Odom  and  line  coach  R.  L.  Lamb  all  noted  that  the  lack  of  actual  game 
experience  of  key  personnel  and  a  serious  problem  of  overall  depth 
would  pose  two  tremendous  obstacles  for  the  '65  Colts. 

Inexperience  was  evident  as  the  Colts  opened  the  '65  campaign  against 
Chamblee.  The  much  heavier  Bulldogs  struck  for  an  early  touchdown 
and  seemed  headed  for  an  easy  win.  The  determined  Colts  reorganized 
at  halftime  and  returned  to  drive  for  the  winning  touchdown  behind  the 
fine  running  of  William  Carter.  Fighting  desperately  to  preserve  victory 
in  the  late  stages  of  the  game,  the  Colts  yielded  each  inch  grudgingly, 
and  on  the  last  play  of  the  game  tackle  Chuck  Cagle  tore  through  the 
Chamblee  line  to  block  a  nine  yard  field  goal  attempt. 

The  following  week,  the  Dykes  team  took  the  field  against  strong 
Northside.  Although  the  Colts  dominated  both  offensive  and  defensive 
play  for  nearly  the  entire  game,  it  was  a  frustrating  night,  for  they 
never  could  mount  a  scoring  offensive.  The  Colt  team  finally  suc- 
cumbed 3-0,  on  a  Northside  field  goal  in  the  last  ten  seconds. 

Dykes'  next  opponent  was  Willingham  of  Macon,  ranked  third  in  the 
state.  Despite  outstanding  individual  performances  by  David  Dennison, 
Alan  Levow,  and  Cliff  Woodson,  the  Rams  emerged  the  victors  in   a 
hard   fought    14-0   tally. 
The  Colts,  frustrated  after  playing  three  fine  games  which  produced

only  one  win,  seemed  headed  for  trouble  against  their  next  opponent, 
East  Atlanta.  However  the  Colts,  looking  like  championship  contenders, 
came  to  life  and  exploded  for  a  46-0  win.  The  Colt  attack  was  led  by 
the  running  of  all-state  candidate  Carter,  halfback  Jimmy  Reeves,  and 
the  three  touchdown  passes  of  quarterback  Jim  Crowe.  The  defensive 
team,  headed  by  all-city  guard  Gary  Wilson  and  end  Joe  Thomas, 
completely  stifled  the  Wildcat  attack. 

Against  Grady  the  succeeding  week,  the  Colts  seemed  to  be  off  on 
another  romp  as  they  charged  for  fourteen  first  quarter  points  on  a 
Carter  punt  return  and  a  Crowe-to-David  Moore  pass.  However,  the 
muddy  field  and  adverse  playing  conditions  turned  the  game  into  a 
defensive  struggle.  The  tough  defensive  line,  led  by  Wilson,  Thomas, 
Moore,  and  tackle  David  Dennison,  kept  the  game  under  safe  control. 

The  following  game  against  Roosevelt  seemed  to  mirror  all  the  Colts 
frustrations.  On  the  first  series  of  downs,  halfback  Carter  injured  his 
knee  and  was  lost  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Having  fallen  behind 
7-0,  the  Colts  moved  for  what  appeared  to  be  the  tying  touchdown,  but 
an  official  ruled  that  quarterback  Crowe's  one-foot  plunge  was  stopped 
short.  Moving  desperately  in  the  closing  seconds,  the  Colts'  last  play 
was  a  "sleeper"  pass  from  Crowe  to  halfback  Guerry  Baldwin.  Baldwin's 
forward  motion  seemed  to  carry  him  into  the  end  zone,  but  an  official 
ruled  that  he  was  stopped  only  inches  outside  the  corner  flag. 

Dykes  was  pitted  against  Murphy  for  the  '65  homecoming  game.  The 
two  teams  battled  evenly  for  almost  the  entire  game  with  the  score  dead- 
locked at  7-7.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of  three  first-string  players,  the 
fighting  Colts  by  means  of  a  tremendous  effort,  almost  won  the  game 
in  the  closing  minute  of  play. 

Eager  for  victory,  the  Colts  belted  out  a  27-6  win  over  the  Fulton 
Redbirds  the  following  week.  This  game  marked  the  emergence  of  senior

halfback  Bobby  Burgess.  Burgess  carried  the  ball  18  times  for  183 
yards,  including  an  85  yard  scoring  burst.  Once  again  the  excellent  Colt 
defense  played  an  outstanding  game. 

Against  Bass  the  Colts  fell  behind  because  of  the  fine  passing  of  War- 
rior quarterback  Ron  Causey.  The  Colts,  led  again  by  Bobby  Burgess, 
fought  back  for  a  14-14  tie. 

The  final  game  of  the  season  pitted  Dykes  against  arch-rival  North 
Fulton,  already  named  for  the  Milk  Bowl.  Aiming  to  upset  the  subr'egion 
champs,  the  Colts  were  ready  to  play  at  the  opening  whistle.  Trailing 
13-0,  the  Colts  came  to  life  as  halfback  Burgess  broke  free  on  a  78-yard 
scoring  romp.  The  score  was  called  back  by  a  clipping  infraction  and 
Colt  hope's  seemed  to  fall  with  the  official's  flag,  but  another  determined 
run  by  Bobby  Burgess  resulted  in  seven  points  for  Dykes.  Trailing  13-7, 
the  Colts  sensed  an  upset  in  the  making.  However,  a  fourth  down  and 
long  yardage  play  failed  deep  in  Dykes  territory.  North  Fulton  respond- 
ed with  a  touchdown  and  thereby  won  by  a  deceptive  score  of  20-7. 

The  1965  campaign  was  marked  by  flashes  of  both  team  and  individual 
play.  Overall  the  Colts  finished  with  a  4-4-2  record  and  wound  up  third 
in  the  subregion.  Individually,  guard  Gary  Wilson  received  recognition 
as  a  member  of  the  all-city  team.  Turning  statistics  aside,  the  1965 
Dykes  High  football  season  can  best  be  summed  up  in  the  words  of 
Coach  Atkins,  who  said,  "We  feel  the  1965  season  was  marked  by  a 
determined  effort  and  great  personal  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  our  boys 
in  spite  of  numerous  injuries  and  bad  breaks.  Considering  the  caliber 
of  teams  on  our  schedule  and  the  number  of  boys  capable  of  playing 
varsity  AAA  football,  they  did  a  magnificent  job."

The  Dykes  High  cross-country  team  completed  one  of  its  most 
successful  seasons  in  1965.  With  four  of  last  year's  top  seven  runners 
returning,  the  defending  city,  state,  and  Southern  Interscholastic  cham- 
pions were  heavily  favored  to  uphold  their  eminence,  and  the  Colts 
did  not  disappoint  their  followers.  Under  the  capable  supervision  of 
Coach  Jack  Glasgow,  the  Colt  runners  captured  the  city  and  state 
championships.  In  addition,  the  Dykes  team  emerged  victorious  in  the 
prestigious  Callaway  Gardens  Invitational  Meet. 

In  regular  season  competition  with  city  league  schools  at  the  exact- 
ing Water  Works  Course,  the  Colt  runners  were  outstanding  as  they 
swept  to  five  straight  dual  meet  victories  for  a  perfect  season.  Included 
in  these  wins  were  three  meets  won  with  a  perfect  score  of  fifteen 
points.  This  accomplishment  marked  the  third  consecutive  season  in 
which  the  Dykes  team  was  undefeated  in  a  dual  meet,  and  thus  the 
Colt  victory  string  ran  to  twenty. 

The  city  championship  meet  served  only  to  prove  that  the  Colts 
were  undoubtedly  the  class  of  the  city  league.  Eddie  Baxter,  the  defend- 
ing city,  state,  and  Southern  Interscholastic  champion,  Bobby  Cagle, 
and  Doug  Nelson  finished  first,  second,  and  third  respectively.  The 
Colts  won  their  second  straight  city  championship  by  accumulating  22 
points,  a  new  record  low  for  scoring  for  the  meet. 

At  the  state  championship  the  Colt  runners  successfully  took  on  all 
challengers.  Bobby  Cagle  paced  the  Colt  runners  as  he  took  second 
place.  Eddie  Baxter,  Patrick  Jones,  Doug  Nelson,  and  Jim  Nottingham 
hustled  in  with  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  and  fourteenth  places  as  the 
Colts  once  again  set  a  new  scoring  record  for  the  meet  with  thirty- 
seven  points.  This  victory  marked  the  colts'  third  straight  year  of 
state  supremacy. 

At  Callaway  Gardens,  the  Colt  runners  were  pitted  against  the  best 
teams  from  Georgia,  Florida,  and  Alabama,  including  Murphy  High  of 
Mobile,  ten  times  Alabama  state  champ.  Bobby  Cagle  and  Pat  Jones 
led  the  team  with  seventh  and  ninth  places  as  the  Colts  won  easily.  An 
additional  highlight  of  the  meet  was  that  the  combined  total  of  the 
Colt  runners'  times  ranked  the  Colts  as  the  seventh  best  high  school 
cross-country  team  of  all  time. 

On  the  B-team  level  Dykes  also  excelled.  Alan  Rottersman  won  the 

B-team  city  meet   as   Dykes  took   the  first   seven  places   for   a   perfect 

score  of  fifteen  points.

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At  the  outset  of  the  1965-66  season,  various  ex- 
perts were  picking  the  Dykes  basketball  team  to 
be  among  the  also-rans  in  city-league  play.  But  for 
the  first  time  in  his  coaching  tenure  at  Dykes, 
Coach  Jack  Glasgow  had  an  oft-longed-for  luxury, 
an  abundance  of  height.  In  6'8"  Gary  Shirley,  6'6" 
Penn  Templeton,  6'4"  Bob  Richardson,  and  6'2" 
Billy  Trammell,  the  Colts  easily  compensated  for 
a  lack  of  outside  shooting  and  smooth  ball-handling 
with  domination  of  the  offensive  and  defensive 
backboards. 

The  green  and  inexperienced  Colts  began  the 
season  with  two  ragged  wins  over  Lovett  and 
Westminster.  Plagued  by  excessive  floor  mistakes, 
the  Colts  dropped  a  pair  of  games  to  Northside 
and  Southwest.  Two  more  wins,  including  a  school 
scoring  record  of  94  points  against  the  alumni, 
and  the  Colts  were  ready  for  competition  in  the 
Cross  Keys  Invitational  Tournament. 

In  the  Cross  Keys  tournament,  the  Colts,  ham-

scoring  record  of  95  points  against  Roosevelt.  With  a  perfect  region  slate,  the 
Colts  prepared  for  a  climactic  showdown  with  powerful  North  Fulton.  Over-anxious 
and  pressing,  the  Colts  absorbed  their  most  humiliating  defeat  of  the  season. 

Determined  to  prove  the  North  Fulton  defeat  was  not  representative  of  the  caliber 
of  the  team,  the  Colts  bounced  back  and  once  again  resumed  their  winning  ways. 
Sparked  by  the  spectacular  floor  play  of  junior  Bobby  Elliott,  who  had  joined  the 
steady  Ronny  Tyler  at  guard,  the  Colts  cut  down  opponent  after  opponent.  During 
this  spree  the  hot  shooting  and  steady  board  work  of  Richardson  and  Shirley 
sparked  the  team. 

In  the  second  game  with  North  Fulton,  the  Colts  were  aiming  to  upset  the  second 
ranked  Bulldogs.  The  Colts  stayed  with  the  Bulldogs  for  the  entire  game,  and  at 
one  time  led  by  seven  points.  A  free  throw  with  nine  seconds  left  created  the  winning 
margin  for  North  Fulton.  Dykes  then  had  to  settle  for  second  place  in  the  subregion. 

In  the  city  tournament,  the  Colts  ran  and  shot  their  way  to  a  crushing  defeat 
of  Sylvan.  In  the  quarterfinal  game  Dykes  ran  up  against  Roosevelt,  a  team  which 
the  Colts  had  easily  defeated  twice  in  season  play.  The  Crimson  Tide,  hitting  with 
unbelievable  consistency,  deprived  the  Colts  of  a  shot  at  the  city  championship  and 
the  opportunity  of  playing  in  the  state  tournament.  Thus  the  season  ended  for  the 
best  team  ever  assembled  at  Dykes.  Yet  the  team  will  not  be  remembered  for  its 
fine  19-6  record,  but  for  its  outstanding  determination  and  desire  to  excel.
